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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue about "the knead dispersed 
material". JP'256 teaches a carbon nanotube composite material(Title), (a) comprising a process of kneading and dispersing a (i) metal 
powder (para 0013) and (ii) carbon nanotubes (example 1 para 0014, 0.5 to 5 urn in length considered long). 

Applicants argue about the "plasma without sintering". Further, JP '648 teaches application of discharge plasma in a clamped configuration 
(pressure 400kgf/cm2 para 0075 being applied between the punches in a die as shown in Fig 2), allowing pulse current while pressing the 
knead-dispersed material between punches in a die (Fig 3, part # 1-4). This results in a green body which is not necessarily a sintered 
body. Examiner considers green body to be homogeneous compact body that has low defects. A green body is subsequently sintered by 
the application of suitable high temperature which is the achieved subsequently, as JP '648 teaches, to obtain a brown body from the green 
body. 

Applicants argue about the operating or claimed temperature and pressure. JP '648 teaches temperatures in the ranges of 300C to 1500C 
and pressures in the range of 0.1 to 20 tf/cm. 

Applicants argue about the "continuously loading"; "temperature raising rate was 100C/min and 60 PMa". Examiner points out that the 
claims are drawn to "a method of producing a carbon nano tube dispersed in a composite material". The temperature or the pressure 
limitations do not have any limitation whether the claimed pressure and temperature targets were obtained by abrupt or continuous 
increase; claims are not drawn to a temperature or pressure rate per unit time. 
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
